rrangement  and  Eye  Appeal  - The  material 
hould  be  orderly  and  neatly  arranged  so 
hat  it  will  be  attractive  to  the  viewer. 

10  not  crowd  a case  with  excess  material, 
'iewers  will  be  looking  at  many  displays 


and  few  will  take  time  to  look  at  every  one 
of  a large  number  of  items. 

Some  exhibitors  try  to  make  displays  attr- 
active with  objects  such  as  flags,  ribbons, 
pictures,  statues,  etc.  In  many  cases  this 
is  overdone  so  that  it  takes  attention  away 
from  the  numismatic  subject.  Avoid  too 
much  embellishment. 

Scope  and  Completeness  - Scope  refers  to 
the  magnitude  of  the  exhibit  as  specified  by 
the  title,  or  as  demonstrated  by  the  quan- 
tity of  material  displayed.  Completeness 
relates  to  the  showing  of  normally  available 
material. 

A collection  entitled  "Maria  Theresa  Dollar" 
or  "War-Time  Nickels"  might  rate  ten  points 
on  completeness  but  only  one  point  on  scope. 
A collection  of  all  U.S.  cents  might  rate 
nine  or  ten  scope  points,  all  U.S.  small 
cents  five  or  six  points  while  a Lincoln  or 
Indian  cent  collection  would  rate  only  two 
or  three  scope  points. 

An  exhibit  should  not  be  penalized  on  com- 
pleteness if  the  material  shown  indicates 
that  the  lack  of  completeness  is  the  result 
of  space  restrictions  by  the  exhibit  chair- 
man. 

Condition  - The  terra  conditions  means  com- 
parative condition.  If  you  show  a coin  that 
seldom  appears  in  better  than  fine  grade  you 
will  be  given  the  same  credit  for  a specimen 
of  that  grade  as  would  be  given  for  a common 
coin  in  mint  condition. 

Rarity  - Rarity  encompasses  both  the  diffi- 
culty in  obtaining  the  piece  as  well  as  the 
market  value  of  the  piece,  with  major  empha- 
sis being  on  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  the 

item.  (Difficulty  in  Obtaining  Maximum 

15  points . Market  Value  Maximum  5 

points . ) 

Note:  The  average  points  given  above  will 

be  the  average  score  for  all  of  the  exhibits 
at  a particular  convention.  The  average  ex- 
hibit at  this  convention  should  be  given  a 
score  of  60  with  above  average  and  below  a- 
verage  exhibits  graded  accordingly.  The  a- 
verage  of  the  judges  scores  should  be  60 


points  per  exhibit. 

Note:  If  there  are  three  or  less  exhibits 

in  a category  the  judges  may  at  their  dis- 
cretion take  one  or  two  of  the  trophies  and 
place  them  in  a category  that  has  a Larger 
quantity  of  higher  quality  exhibits. 

Note:  Two  of  the  three  judges  must  agree  on 

each  award. 


compared  with  a rarity  value  of  20  maxi- 
mum leaves  some  question  as  to  what  we 
are  "selling*'  in  our  hobby  displays. 

2.  Arrangement  and  Eye  Appeal:  Has  always 

been  ”underated,  and  several  years  ago 
were  elevated  to  equal  standing  with  nu- 
mismatic information  by  the  Madison, 
Wisconsin  club.  This  definitely  is  a 
step  in  the  right  direction! 


Note:  An  exhibitor  will  not  be  penalized 

for  having  a few  pieces  in  his  exhibit  that 
do  not  fit  one  of  the  above  categories  he  is 
placed  in.  For  example,  an  exhibitor  might 
have  a few  coins  in  his  medal  exhibit  - an 
exhibitor  that  is  placed  in  the  medal  cate- 
gory with  an  exhibit  of  Columbian  medals  and 
coins  will  not  be  penalized  for  having  a few 
coins  in  his  exhibit,  namely  the  Columbian 
half  dollar  and  Isabella  quarter.  In  this 
case  he  will  still  be  eligible  for  the  medals 
category . 

Note:  An  exhibitor  will  not  be  penalized 

for  not  using  standard  size  ANA  cases  as 
long  as  the  total  area  of  his  display  does 
not  exceed  the  area  encompassed  by  the  maxi- 
mum number  of  cases  the  exhibit  chairman  de- 
signates . 

Note:  Any  material  known  to  be  a legitimate 

copy  or  replica  must  be  so  labeled.  Any 
material  known  to  be  spurious,  forged,  or 
counterfeit  cannot  be  exhibited  unless  the 
exhibit  is  titled  as  an  exhibit  of  forgeries, 
etc . 

Note:  The  name  of  the  exhibitor  may  be  in- 

cluded in  the  case  but  no  advertising. 


The  Milwaukee  idea  of  establishing  "average 
points"  is  excellent,  this  gives  the  exhibit 
judge  a bench  mark  from  which  all  delibera- 
tions can  be  made. 

Here  are  further  thoughts  on  the  outline . 

1.  Numismatic  Information:  In  the  Milwau- 

kee system,  numismatic  information  is 
somewhat  reduced  in  importance  in  com- 
parison with  generally  accepted  rating 
systems . The  point  value  of  30  maximum 


3 . Scope  and  Completeness:  Perhaps  the 

most  controversial  of  all  aspects  of  the 
Milwaukee  system,  this  area  might  be 
conscrewed  to  discriminate  against  the 
one  case  exhibit,  or  one  or  two  coin 
display  (sane  of  which  are  of  the  finest 
quality) . The  idea  is  excellent,  but 
the  administration  should  be  more  clear- 
ly defined.  (Theoretically,  scope  is  a 
negative  value  in  this  system.) 

4.  Condition:  Generally  given  a low  value 

in  other  systems  to  prevent  the  wealthy 
collector  from  "overpowering"  the  less 
expensive  but  equally  attractive  dis- 
play. Comparative  condition  is  ex- 
cellent ! 

5.  Rarity:  Nicely  defined  but  still  rather 

heavily  emphasized. 

All  state  exhibitors  should  be  anxiously 
watching  as  the  Milwaukee  Numismatic  Society 
developes  this  progressive  step  toward  e- 
qualized  judging  of  exhibits.  Another  fine 
example  of  M.N.S.  leadership  in  numismatics 
at  the  local,  state,  and  regional  level.

Fred  Tengel  was  convicted  for  his  involvment 
in  the  robberies  of  Doc ' s Coin  & Camera  Mart 
in  which  $20,000.00  worth  of  coins  were  tak- 
en, the  Ace  Coin's  robbery  of  $25,000.00, 
and  the  North  Shore  Coin  Co.  robbery  of 
$5,000.00.  Paul  Tengel  was  convicted  of  the 
Ace  Coin's  robbery.  . Ralph  Bremmer  was  con- 
victed of  robbing  Ace  Coin's  and  Doc's  Coin 
& Camera  Mart.

Know  your  dealer,  it's  the  best 
guarantee  you  have  of  genuine  merchandise. 

Be  patient!  The  real  joy  of  collecting  is 
the-  systematic  assembling  of  your  sets  and 
the  story  behind  the  acquisitions. 

Insure  your  collection,  the  heartbreak  of 
loss  through  theft  or  fire  is  bad  enough 
without  the  financial  loss. 


The  convictions  were  aided  by  testimonies  of 
Keith  Krause  and  Ralph  Hibbard  who  turned 
States  Witness.  The  19  year  old  Krause  had 
advertised  and  sold  large  quantities  of  rare 
and  key  coins  for  the  past  two  years  from  his 
home  under  the  names  of  KK  Numismatics,  The 
Milwaukee  Coin  Co.,  and  as  a branch  of  Inter- 
national Numismatics  Limited.  Ralph  P. 
Hibbard  frequently  sold  coins  from  the  Black 
Spider  Tavern  where  he  is  employed. 

Judge  Miech,  in  imposing  sentence,  rejected 
a plea  for  probation  stating  that  the  de fen- 
dents  had  reaped  considerable  financial  gain 
from  the  transactions.  The  defense  countered 
that  the  defendents  "take"  from  the  robberies 
was  very  small  when  compared  to  profits  by 
Ralph  Hibbard  and  Keith  Krause .

NEW  CLUB  OFFICERS 


Spring  in  Wisconsin  brings  a myriad,  of  new  and 
pleasurable  sensations,  a freshening  of  the  air, 
the  rush  of  bubbling  brooks  in  newly  foliaged 
banks  and,  of  course,  the  rash  of  one-  and  two- 
day  spring  coin  shows.  To  the  average  hobby 
starved  coin  collector  the  long  winter  is  over 
and  it's  time  for  accellerated  numismatics  FUNi 

To  the  exhibit  chairman  at  the  one-  and  two -day 
shows,  it's  ulcer  time:  First  of  all,  who  made 

new  exhibits  over  the  winter?,  how  many  cases 
can  we  expect?,  and  who  - who  can  we  get  to 
judge  our  exhibits  this  year?: 

Judging  of  exhibits  is  not  a difficult  task. 
Qualifications  are:  1)  understanding  of  grad- 

ing systems,  2)  past  display  experience,  and 
3)  availability.  The  grading  system  used  al- 
most exclusively  in  Wisconsin  is  the  Numismatic 
News  standard  system.  Chet  Krause  deserves  the 
medal  of  honor  for  his  firm's  service  to  numis- 
matics on  this  count.  The  system  is  simple  in 
scope  and  easy  to  administer  so  this  phase  poses 
little  problem  to  potential  judges . 

Past  display  experience  is  helpful  although  not 
a hard  and  fast  requirement.  A person  who  has 
exhibited  has  an  empathy  and  insight  that  per- 
haps can  be  acquired  no  other  way. 

Availability  - The  old  saying,  "any  man  more 
than  60  miles  from  home  is  considered  an  ex- 
pert,"  quite  often  applies.  However,  more  and 
more  collectors  are  gradually  starting  to  find 
the  pure  joy  of  "hitting  the  shows." 

All  these  numismatists  need  is  the  motivation 
and  guidance  by  an  experienced  exhibit  judge 
and  we  have  "instant  interest"  either  as  a judge 
or  even  another  exhibitor. 

There  is  no  reason  thht  entire  coin  clubs  should 
have  no  qualified  exhibit  judge  or,  at  most,  only 
one.  The  responsibility  lies  on  the  experienced 
numismatist.  The  more  he  can  involve  others, 
opening  new  doors  within  our  hobby,  the  more 
pleasure  we  will  all  derive .

Author,  J.J.  Curto,  gives  a documented,  ac- 
count of  the  social  and  political  atmosphere 
in  a period  of  financial  depression  in  the 
State  of  Michigan,  a state  which  prior  to 
the  "crash"  of  1929  was  one  of  the  nation's 
prime  industrial  centers. 

Curto  defines  the  plight  of  Michigan's  thou- 
sands of  auto  workers,  farmers,  and  trades- 
men who  were  jobless  and  had  to  resort  to  the 
new  scrip  currency. 

The  City  of  Detroit  was  forced  into  the  adop- 
tion of  three  basic  plans  of  scrip  usage, 
"Clearing  House"  scrip,  "City"  scrip,  and  In- 
dustrial scrip.  The  major  purpose  of  the 
scrip  was  a temporary  means  of  exchange  and, 
secondly,  it  was  a currency  the  public  could 
keep  in  circulation. 

Curto' s research  is  illustrated  with  photo- 
graphs depicting  the  many  specimens  of  scrip 
used.
